They were soon equip- 
ped with brooms and shovels and sup- 
plied with-garbage trucks, and they 
worked steadily for six hours cleaning 
the streetsoundera police guard. 

Volleys of stones and pieces of metal 
thrown ly strikers, greeted the volun- 
teers. ‘They stuck to their task until 
tle centre of the city had been cleaned. 
Another body of private citizens at the 
same time manned the municipal gas, 
electric and waterworks.

London, Dee, 238.—Emigration from the 
United Kingdom during November showed 
a considerable decrease as compared with 
the corresponding month Jast year, 14,051 
persons having left to take up their per- 
manent residence within the Brithsh Ent- 
plre, against 17,498 in Navember, 1912. 
Those proceeding to foreign countries 
numbered 5,242, as against 5,332 for the 
same month last year, 

The emigration authoritles of the Sal- 
vation army are especially pleased to find 
that General Bramwell Bootlys recent 
Visit to Canada has caused him manifest 
and deeper interest in this side of army 
The general, in the carly months

UNCLE SAM PLACES 
EMBARGO ON SPUDS 
FROM THIS-COUNTRY 


Washington, Dee. 23.—Secretary 
Houston today issued an order continu- 
ing the quavantine put temporarily into 
effect September 20, last, forbidding 
potato importation from the British 
Isles, Canada and all continental Eu- 
rope. This ‘action was modified, how- 
ever, Dy a second order, under which 
the quarantine may be raised, under 
proper regulation and protection, from 
foreign countries or districts which can 
show that they are free from potato 
wart and powdery scab, the two dis- 
eases Which the department of agricul- 
ture aims to keep out of the country. 

The first order becomes effective 
December 24, but will admit until Jan- 
uary 15 next potatoes covered by con- 
sular invoices issued on, or before, 
Wednesday next. The second effective 
January 2 next, Representatives of 
various countries affected appeared at 
the hearings recently held at the de- 
partment and protested against the 
quarantine, fe 

In the case of certain provinces in 
Canada, and certain countries of Eu- 
rope, the officials here believe the ab- 
solute prohibition can be lifted in 
lime to allow the movement of the 
crop under regulation and inspections 
Which, under the secretary's order, Is 
similar to that for nursery stock.

Consternation Has Been Crea- 
ted at the Vatican by 
the Incident, 


ONLY OLD WILL HAS 
BEEN FOUND SO FAR 


Document Leaves His Estate 
Among Dignitaries Long 
Since Dead, 


Rome, Dec, 23.—Consternation has 
been caused at the vatican not. only 
by the mysterious disappearance of 
Cardinal Rampolla’s will, but also by 
the abstraction of diplomatic docu- 
ments of extreme {mportance. 

Since the late cardinal left the state 
apartments at the Palace at the out- 
set of the present pontificate in 1903, a 
number of confidenial papers have 
found their way into the hands of per- 
sons outside the Curial circle, Not long 
before his death, Cardinal Rampolla 
was amazed at seeing a famous letter 
addressed to Cardinal Calimberti pub- 
lished textually in a volume of lay 
memoirs, dealing with the political at- 
fairs of the late Pope. 

As for the missing will, only an old 
one, drawn up 26 pears ago, has been 
found, disposing of the cardinal's for- 
tune of $140,000 among Pope Leo XII, 
various -cardinals, members” of the 
Rampolla family and domestic servants, 
nearly all of whom- have long been 
dead. 3 

While Cardinal Rampolla_ evidently 
attached no further value to this will, 
which came to light among a heap of 
discarded odds and ends he carefully 
left his writing desk, a small key with

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THE PRODUCTION OF 
NEW WEALTH 

Three billion, five hundred and sixty-nine million 
bushels was the world’s production of wheat this year, an 
aggregate which stands at 108.9 in comparison with the 
normal production. ‘The production of rye, the next greatest 
human food cereal, with eighteen hundred million bushels, 
Stands at 99 for the year, barley stands at 107.7, oats at 102.3 
and sugar beet at 102.05, corn alone of all the great crop 
features showing a falling off, the world’s aggregate of 
6,044,000,000 representing a production of only 85, The 
world’s cotton for 1913 stands at 102.1, 

The world’s capital, so the political economists tell us, 
never represents more than the aggregate value of {wo years’ 
crop, and the €xpansion and shrinkage of capital from year 
to year depends exactly upon the annual production of 
agricultural wealth, production of every other class being 
naturally contingent thereon, 

The explanation of the financial stringency given by the 
sharps and experts of the money market is that hundreds 
and hundreds of millions of dollars burned up in the Balkan 
war and other hundreds of millions locked up in fear of a 
general European war have run the world short of liquid 
capital, The statistics of the world’s agricultural production 
constitute the best guarantee that the shortage is being quickly 
banished by the production of new wealth. 
CO-OPERATIVE ELEVATORS 
WIN IN SASKATCHEWAN 

Notwithstanding the gloomy picture presented by those 
who fought against applying the principle of co-operation 
to the elevator business in Saskatchewan, that business has 
cleveloped under co-operative principle beyond even the hope 
of those who were responsible for its existence. 

During the year closed in July last, these elevators 
handled 12,899,630 bushels of grain, over four millions of 
which was purchased by the company and the balance 
specially binned for the farmers. One hundred and thirty- 
seven elevators are being operated, 50 new ones built this 
year and several old ones remodelled. 

There are 192 of the company comprising 13,156 share- 
holders holding a total of 39,352 shares. 

Ample proof may be advanced to show that the com- 
pany’s operations are satisfactory to the farmers. ~ Among 
these the patronage is not the least. In 1911, 3/4 million 
bushels with 46 elevators was the record.

The cry of paper railways was very adroitly used by the 
Opposition in the election by which the present government 
was returned. Now that the roads are actually belng built, 
electors may draw their own conclusion as to whether or not 
the province would have been better off to have accepted 
the word of the opposition and to have cancelled the railway 
policy upon which the government appealed for election.

Oscar Straus, Youngest of 
Famous Brothers, G3 Today, 

Oscar Solomon Straus, youngest of the 
three distinguished Straus brothers, was 
born tn Rhenish, Bayarta, 63 years ago to- 
day, While his father and brothers 
achieved fame and fortune as merchants 
and ploneers In the development of - the 
doparuinent store idea Oscar upheld the 
honors of the family in the domains of 
Gplomacy and polities, When thelr three 
sons were born, Lazarus and Sara Straus 
lived in oa littl Bavarian town on the 
Nulne,  Istdor, the merchant prince who 
Was lost in the wreck of the Titanic, and 
Whose deyoted wife chose death with hin 
was the eldest, 
Nathan, who recently retired from active 
business to devote the remainder of his 
life to) the many humanitarian tnterests 
Which he has founded, was the second son, 
and Usear the third, The latter was in his 
third year when the family emigrated tn 
America and settled In the Itttle hamlet 
of Yalbotton, Ga. The future ambassador

When Claiborne appeared before the town 
with his army of whites and friendly Choe- 
taws, he found the squares filled with 
people, preparing for the sacrifice of a 
number of Indians and haif-breeds who had 
manifested friendship for the

The Choctaws 
plundered Econochaca.and then lald it in 
ashes, Weathersford was the son of a 
white peddler and a Creek woman, At 
the massacre of Fort Mims, whieh he led, 
he sought to prevent the massacre of the 
Women and children, but could not re- 
strain his feroctous warrters.

GAS METERS TO NUMBER 
OF 881 DEFECTIVE AND 
REJECTED AND CONDEMNED 


Ottawa, Dec. 28—Of nearly 90,600 
gas meters tested by the Inland reyenue 
departments in different parts of Can- 
ada during the past year no less than 
881 were found to be defective and were 
rejected and condemned. 

Of this number there were 236 which 
were cheating the gas company by run- 
ning too slow and 523 from which the 
consumer was getting the short end. 
There were also 19,970 which were run- 
ning a little fast but not beyond the 
supposed margin, On the other hand 
there were 19,520 a trifle slow, saving 
money for the consumer. Out of 
118,450 electric meters tested only 189 

l-were rejected, Of these 85 were un- 
sound and 45 too fast and 59 too slow. 
More Lives Sacrificed, 

Paris, Dee. 23,—Fresh  erruptions 
have caused further destruction of life 
among the natives of the Island of 
Ambrim in the New Habrides group, 
according to a report received Monday 
at the French ministry of marine vyrom 
the captain of the French gunbeat 
Kersaint on his arrival at Noumea, 
New Caledonia. 

Dip Point, on the west coast of the 
island, has been buried beneath a hea- 
vy fall of cinders and many of its in- 
habitants are missing. 


Welsh Industry Saved, 

London, Dec. 23—Welsh tin plate 
makers have booked orders for some 
40,000 tons for delivery to American 
canning and oil concerns between now 
and June, it was announced yesterday. 
The United States tariff which has 
almost destroyed the Welsh tin plate 
trade, promises, in its revised form, it 
is said by the makers to prove the sal- 
vation of the industry as they find they 
are able to compete successfully with 
trans-atlantic competitors.

Spring-Rice, the British. ambassador, 
called on President Wilson Monday for 
tho first time since last spring.
